One Girl Escaped 
As police reconstructed the scene 
from testimony of witnesses, Reel, 
the two daughters who were injured, 
and another daughter, Donna, nine, 
were on the west side of Carlisle 
street, about halfway across the 
street. Another car entering C ar­ 
lisle street from the square had 
stopped to permit the pedestrians to 
crass the street. 
While the pedestrians were cros­ 
sing Lawrence passed the halted 
vehicle on the right and then cut 
diagonally 
across 
Carlisle 
street, 
headed north and west. When his 
car hit the Reels the vehicle was 
about two feet into the west lane. 
_ R eel was walking with Beverly on 
his right, Jacqueline on his left 
and Donna was slightly ahead of 
her fattier. When the Buford ave­ 
nue man saw Lawrence approach­ 
ing he shouted to him "Hold it, 
Mac” and then attem pted to push 
his daughters out of the way. He 
pushed Donna, telling her to jump 
and she succeeded in getting away 
from the vehicle. 
He swung Jac­ 
queline back, almost out of the road 
of the vehicle and swung Beverly 
out of the way. Her arm injury came 
when her outflung arm struck the 
tire of tile car as her father hurled 
her out of its path. 
Reel then tried to protect him ­ 
self by resting his hands on the 
radiator in order to “ride” with the 
oncoming car. But the car was going 
too fast and Reel rolled about 20

BEGINS TURY 


Bonn, Germany, May 28 (A*)—The 
West German constitution was pro­ 
claimed the basic law for 48,OOO,(KH) 
Germans today. 
The formal signing by ll states 
Was completed just as the Four- 
Power Council of Foreign Ministers 
was convening in Paris in an at­ 
tempt to work, out a German settle­ 
ment. The constitution is expected 
to strengthen the hand of the west 
in the Paris talks. 
The signing sets the stage for es­ 
tablishments of a West German 
government by mid-July. The sign­ 
ing took place in Bonn Normal 
school, where the constitution was 
drafted. 
First To Sign 
First to sign the document was 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer, 70, president 
of the 65-man convention which 
drafted the constitution in eight 
months of negotiations with the 
western Allies. 
Some 500 people jammed into the 
main hall of the buildings for the 
signing 
ceremony.

Scores Given First Ald 
A check w ith all official sources in 
W est Berlin showed about 17 strike 
dem onstrators and 15 Soviet sector 
police and strikebreakers had been 
hospitalized w ith serious wounds or 
injuries. All official sources said no 
deaths had been reported since the 
strike began Saturday. 
Scores of persons were given first 
aid during the continuing series of 
fights w ith clubs, fists, rocks and 
finally, pistols and carbines of E ast­ 
ern police. W hether the low casualty 
total was due to bad aim on the 
part of the police or w hether the 
firing was mostly for warning was 
not completely clear. 
All elevated lines in W est Berlin 
—formerly patronized by at least 
500.000 passengers daily—were para­ 
lyzed. 
The R eichsbahn’s cam paign to re­ 
sume east-w est traffic inside the city 
was futile thus far, although rail­ 
way workers had been recruited from 
other cities of the Soviet zone to 
break the strike. Cargo trucks were 
converted to buses with the West 
Berlin governm ent's permission to 
ease the transport problem.

J. Donald Kingsley, acting Fed­ 
eral Security A dm inistrator, said the 
nation already is supporting a huge 
program of state medicine with an 
estimated 24,000,000 citizens receiv­ 
ing various kinds of federal medical 
care. 
“I am firmly and honestly con­ 
vinced,” Kingsley told a Senate labor 
subcommittee, “th a t nothing short 
of the social insurance method can 
prevent the fu rth er—and eventually 
the complete—substitution of state 
for private medicine. 
“On the other hand, I believe that 
social insurance can prevent it, be­ 
cause it would establish exactly the 
thing, th a t has always been lacking 
and which has rendered private 
medicine incapable of doing the 
full job. 
"T hat is, a sound, firm, reliable 


economic 
foundation upon which 
private m edicine can expand and 
flourish," 
* 
O ther Proposals 
Kingsley’s prepared statem ent said 
other proposals before the commit­ 
tee “rely in effect if not in purpose 
upon public charity—a medical dole.” 
“All the history of health insur­ 
ance proves, it seems to me,” he said, 
“th at if one of car objectives is the 
prevention of state medicine then 
we ought to be extremely wary of 
proposals th a t we merely go wading 
in health insurance now. 
“For if experience has shown any­ 
thing, it Is th a t the stream Is deep 
and you either swim, or else.” 
The issue of how to go about pro­ 
viding medical and hospital care on 
a broader basis is one of the most 
controversial to come before Con­ 
gress in a long time.

gray spots are seen on small plants. 
They may wilt and break over when 
small or after heads form. Organisms 
are carried in the seed and in dis­ 
eased refuse left in the garden or 
turned under in the soil. Rotation, 
burning all cabbage refuse, and dis­ 
infection of seed before planting are 
recommended measures of preven­ 
tion. 
Of course, the green cabbage worm 
or caterpillar Is by Jar the most 
destructive insect enemy of cabbage. 
It cannot be safely Ignored after It 
first appears, as it may multiply 
rapidly and ruin the entire planting. 
Control is simple. When the first 
worms are seen on the plants, dust 
with calcium arsenate undiluted or 
apply a dust composed of 2 parts 
cryolite (by weight) with I part talc. 
If necessary to combat this pest after 
heads begin to form, use derris dust 
for safety as well as effectiveness. 
Or, if derris is available, it may be 
used against the cabbage worm at 
all stages. 
Cabbage aphids are almost tHe 
same color as the leaves and stems 
on which they feed. Combat them 
whenever they appear by applying 
a fresh nicotine dust or Black Leaf 
40 in soapy water. 
If 
flea 
beetles, small black or 
striped beetles, appear, wage war on 
them by the same measures advised 
for controlling the green cabbage 
worm.

T hey face possible U. S. Army 
court m a rtial on charges of being 
absent w ithout leave a t th e tim e 
they were arrested by th e Czechs.

T he two soldiers said they were 
m anhandled w hen first arrested. , 
“For a week or ten days in the 
first p a rt of D ecem ber." said Hill. 
“we m oved around from jails in Pil- 
sen to jails in P rague and back to 
jails in Pilsen. 
“T hey told us they w anted infor­ 
m ation from us. W hen we w ouldn’t 
talk, they beat us on the back, on the 
head, and on th e feet. Som etim e they 
used sticks, som etim es h ard rubber 
billyclubs.” 
Knocked Unconscious 
Hill continued: 
“I once was beaten so badly on my 
feet I could not put my shoes on. 
Jones was knocked unconscious once. 
W ho did it? Czech police. Everybody 
who questioned us or guarded us was 
Czech.” 
Hill said he and Jones crossed into 
Czechoslovakia "w hen we lost our 
way.” 
He denied em phatically th a t the 
two m en were spying, and ridiculed 
their "tria l.”
